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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1,2, 4-24, 94-1 06, 1 08-1 1 3, 1 1 5-1 21 , 1 23-1 25 are pending in the case. 

Any rejection of record in tine previous action not addressed in tlnis office action is 
withdrawn. 

The following is a new rejection: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 24 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 24 is vague and indefinite in the recitation of "culturing the methylotrophic 
yeast of claim 23... to obtain the protein encoded by the heterologous gene..." since the 
claim depends on claim 1, which does not recite that the yeast comprises "a 
heterologous gene". Claim 1 recites that the yeast has a gene introduced therein, but it 
recites a specific gene, not identified as any "heterologous gene". Therefore, claim 24 
is unclear.
